Two held in murder inquiry after victim of assault, 43, dies

TWO men have been arrested on 
suspicion of murder after a 43-year-old 
Banbury man died nearly a month after 
being assaulted. 

Martin Rudzitis was attacked and robbed 
in People's Park, Banbury, on Friday, July 11. 

Almost a month later, on Wednesday, 
August 3, he died in hospital. 

A post-mortem examination revealed that 
his death was caused by head injuries - 
which police say could have been linked to 
the assault. 

The two men, aged 19 and 20, were 
arrested on suspicion of murder and have 
been released on bail until Thursday, 
September 25. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said the 43- 
year-old's death was both "alarming and 
tragic". 

He said: "It is terrible that Martin Rudzitis 
should have lost his life as a consequence of 
a serious assault and robbery in People's 
Park in a daylight attack. 

"Attacks such as this are extremely rare in 
North Oxfordshire, which makes this 
incident and its consequences all the more 
alarming and tragic." 

Last week, police released a series of 
CCTV images of potential witnesses who 
may have seen Mr Rudzitis being attacked at 
about 9.30pm in the park on July 11. 

Officers are also appealing for possible 
family members or friends to come forward 
with any information. 

Det Sgt Ali Driver said: "This is quite a 
complex investigation. 

"It has taken some time for police officers 
to piece together the movements of Mr 
Rudzitis in the days prior to his death.

Cracknell in 
link to seat 

■ BANBURY: Olympic gold 
medalist rower James 
Cracknell may stand for 
election as an MP in Banbury, 
it has been claimed. 

It follows last week's 
announcement by Tory MP Sir 
Tony Baldry that he will not 
run next May, having held the 
seat for the last 32 years. 

The Daily Telegraph 
reported that Mr Cracknell 
could be lined up to replace 
Sir Tony in Banbury, which is 
widely regarded as a safe seat 
for the Tories. 

A spokeswoman for Sir 
Tony said his office would not 
comment on speculation. 

Mr Cracknell's agent failed 
to respond to a request for a 
comment. 

Sex assault 
in the park 

■ BANBURY: A teenager was 
sexually assaulted on a park 
bench by a man who offered 
to walk her home. 

The 18-year-old was 
attacked in People's Park at 
about 10.30pm on Sunday, 
August 31, after a night out 
with friends. 

Police described the suspect 
as white with a Polish accent. 

They said he was aged 
about 27, 6ft tall, slim, with 
brown eyes and a scar above 
his right eyebrow. 

He was wearing a brown 
leather jacket and jeans and 
was carrying a rucksack. 

The victim suffered bruising 
but did not require hospital 
treatment. Anyone with 
information should call 101.

OYEZ! Oyez! Banbury rang out 
with the sound of 2014 town 
criers' championships on 
Saturday. 

The annual Loyal Company of 
Town Criers British 

Championships was held in the 
town centre. 

A total of 15 town criers took 
part in the competition where 
they were judged on categories 
such as diction, volume and 
bearing. 

It had been organised by 
Anthony Church, of Barns Road 
in Cowley, who is town crier for 
Banbury and Oxford. 

He said: "It was a fantastic day. 
A lot of members of the public 
stayed around to watch and we 
were joined by Timothy West and 
Prunella Scales, which was 
good." 

Ms Scales, 82, who is best 
known for her role as Basil 
Fawlty's wife Sybil in the comedy 
Fawlty Towers , revealed earlier 
this year that she is suffering from 
"a sort of mild Alzheimer's". 

She has been married to fellow 
thespian Timothy West since 
1963. 

The couple were filming a new 
series of their Channel 4 TV show

pened to be in Banbury at the 
time, so the station arranged for 
them to take part. 

The competition was won by 
John Stevens, the town crier for 
Alnwick in Northumberland. 

He said: "I have never ever 
won the Loyal Company of Town 
Criers British championship. That 
is, until on Saturday at Banbury. I 
was astounded, amazed and 
totally chuffed to bits. The very 
first competition I ever entered 
was in Halifax in 2003 where I 
incredibly came fourth. After that 
it was all downhill for me." 

The Loyal Company of Town 
Criers has been established since 
1993 as a group to promote and 
represent town criers across the 
country. 

In the Middle Ages, a town 
crier used to be an officer of the 
court who would make any pub¬ 
lic announcements which were 
required. 

The need for town criers has 
since disappeared but councils 
can still make honorary appoint¬ 
ments to the role and there are 
now more than 100 that do so.

MORE than £100,000 flowed into 
independent shops and firms, 
following a campaign to boost local 
business. 

The Keep Trade Local challenge, 
run during the second week of 
August by the Federation of Small 
Businesses (FSB), used local papers, 
plus Facebook and Twitter to get 
the message across.

A nappy bag 
'suffocated' 
baby to death, 
inquest is told 


A BABY suffocated to death after a nappy 
bag was blown over her face during a 
windy night, an inquest heard. 

Three-month-old Ruby Williams, from 
Banbury, probably died in her sleep, 
Oxfordshire assistant coroner Alison 
Thompson said last Thursday. 

She was found on the morning of 
Saturday, February 15, by her mum Dawn 
Williams. The window next to her cot was 
said to be broken and unable to close. 

Ms Williams, who was told by the coro¬ 
ner she could not have done anything, had 
been on a night out the previous evening 
while Ruby and her older brother were left 
in the care of babysitter Niamh Anderson. 

Miss Anderson told the inquest the 
nappy bags had been left on the changing 
table next to the cot and she remembered 
there was one that was loose. 

She left when Ms Williams returned 
home at about 1am, with Ruby asleep.

Ms Williams cried as Miss Thompson 
described how Ruby, who had a cold, was 
found at 8.45am with the plastic bag cov¬ 
ering her mouth and nose. 

It is believed she died at some point 
during the night. 

DC Steven Gilks, of the child abuse and 
investigation unit, attended the scene but 
said there was no evidence of foul play. 

Miss Thompson said: "This was an acci¬ 
dent. It wasn't something that could have 
been reasonably foreseen by anyone. 

"There's no blame or fault attached to it. 

"I can't be certain as to exactly what 
happened but I'm satisfied on the balance 
of probabilities that the nappy bag played 
a part in her death." 

She recorded a verdict of accidental 
death.

"What we have recently 
established is that, at about 
9.30pm on July 11, while he was 
in People's Park, Banbury, Mr 
Rudzitis was the victim of a 
serious assault and robbery. 

"This incident is thought to have 


happened somewhere near the 
main entrance to People's Park in 
the vacinity of Horsefair/North 
Bar." 

He added: "Mr Rudzitis 
managed to walk away from the 
assault - but died on August 3. 

"It was still light at the time and 
we are aware that other members 


of the public may have seen what 
happened or have been pestered 
by the offenders as they entered or 
exited the park. 

"We would urge anyone with 
information about this to contact 
police."

Mum is acquitted 
of causing GBH 
to baby daughter

A TEENAGER accused of breaking 
her baby daughter's leg broke down 
in tears as she was cleared this 
week. 

Jade Collison, of Juniper Close, 
Banbury, was acquitted of one count 
of inflicting grievous bodily harm 
after a four-day trial. 

The 19-year-old was also cleared 
of inflicting actual bodily harm on 
her daughter, who the Banbury Cake 
has chosen not to name. 

A jury of 11 men and one woman 
reached a unanimous decision after 
about three hours of deliberating. 

Doctors discovered the injury 
after the infant, then six months old, 
was taken to Banbury's Horton 
Hospital on January 29. 

Prosecutor Sam Mainds said the 
visit was because of two bruises on 
the side of her face, which her moth¬ 
er said were caused by a fall against

her cot's bars. He said a doctor 
became suspicious when Miss 
Collison appeared to give different 
accounts of the incident and the 
hospital kept the infant in overnight. 

Mr Mainds said an X-ray revealed 
the child had a fracture that was sev¬ 
eral days old. 

He alleged both injuries were 
caused by Miss Collison, but on 
Monday she was found not guilty 
and walked free from court. 

During her trial she told the jury 
the break must have been caused 
when her then boyfriend Ashley 
Dening stepped on the baby while 
getting out of bed. Miss Collison 
said: "Ashley stood up and acciden¬ 
tally stepped on [her] leg." 

Robin Griffiths, defending, asked: 


"When did you become aware of 
what had happened?" 

His client replied: "I heard Ashley 
say 'oh s***' and then [my daughter] 
started to cry. It was like a screaming 
cry." 

She said she noticed a red mark 
when she picked the child up, but 
did not think it was a serious injury. 

Miss Collison added: "Ashley 
made a remark of 'if you say any¬ 
thing I will not be held responsible 
for my actions'. 

"I thought that he would cause 
harm to me if I mentioned it to any¬ 
one." 

During cross-examination Mr 
Mainds accused her of lying and 
said: "You caused the baby an injury 
that caused a break on her leg." 

But Miss Collison consistently 
denied she was the cause of the 
injury.

A RAPIST who showed a "callous disre¬ 
gard" for his victim has been given a 16- 
year prison sentence. 

Waqas Hussain, of Prescott Avenue, 
Banbury, was branded "dangerous" and 
given an extended jail term on September 5 
at Oxford Crown Court. 

The 21-year-old was convicted after a 
trial of two counts of rape and one count of 
false imprisonment committed on New 
Year's Eve this year. 

He was sentenced alongside a 16-year- 
old, who cannot be named for legal reasons, 
who was also convicted of rape and false 
imprisonment and given six years.

Judge Gordon Risius said the offence took 
place inside a house in Banbury and the vic¬ 
tim was a 23-year-old woman. 

He said Hussain punched their female 
victim and told her to undress, before carry¬ 
ing out a rape which was partly filmed on a 
mobile phone. 

Judge Risius said the older defendant then 
told the teenager to rape the woman as well, 
which he did. 

Sentencing the pair he told them: "This 
sad case concerns a cavalier attitude

towards sexual activity and a callous disre¬ 
gard for a young woman who did not want 
to have sex with you. 

"Serve your sentences and then make 
something positive of your lives. 

"Start treating women with respect, and 
not simply as objects for your own pleas¬ 
ure." 

The judge heard mitigation that both 
defendants had been "chastened" by going 
through a trial and were trying to change. 

Hussain will serve a minimum of eight 
years in custody and will then be released 
on licence.

Friends try to set up 


memorial to Connor

LUCY-ANNE Cage has made it her 
mission to raise money in memory 
of her close friend Connor Tremble. 

The 18-year-old, who grew up 
with the teenager in Banbury, has so 
far helped to collect more than 
£2,800 following the 17-year-old's 
murder in February. 

She said: "I want to keep him 
alive. He is with us every day and I 
want people to know it." 

It comes as Will Blencowe, of 
Oxford Road, Banbury, was jailed 
for life - with a minimum of 23 
years - for stabbing Connor at his 
Fairacres Road flat in Oxford. 

Miss Cage has been selling wrist¬ 
bands and wants to build two 
memorial benches in the former 
Meadowbrook College pupil's 
name. 

She said she hoped one would be 
put in Spiceball Park in Banbury - 
where she used to hang out with 
Connor - and another by the Oxford 
Canal where Connor used to walk. 

But she said she wanted friends of 
Connor to be involved in creating 
the benches to make them more 
special. 

The Hanwell Fields resident said 
more than 100 original wristbands 
said 'In Memory of Connor' on them 
and were sold for £3 each. 

But she said new ones would read 
'Justice for Connor has been Served' 
with the date his murderer Will 
Blencowe was convicted on. 

Miss Cage said any leftover 
money would be given to the 
national organisation Brain Bank for

Autism - a charity close to Connor's 
family's heart. But she said she 
would continue to raise money in 
her friend's name, adding: "We are 
going to carry on fundraising in 
Connor's name for that charity so he 
will never be forgotten." 

She added: "He was great to 
everyone as you can tell. It has 
touched so many people." 

Connor's flatmate Kyle Martin - 
who called 999 after his friend was 
knifed - has also paid tribute to the 
murdered teen. 


He said: "Connor was a caring, 
loving character who always puts 
others before himself. 

"He had a heart of gold and want¬ 
ed to succeed in life. 

"He was my soulmate, my other 
half, I loved him as a little brother. 
Words can't describe the pain this 
has brought into my life and all of 
Connor's family's lives."

And Miss Tremble, of 
Withycombe Drive, Banbury, said 
her son was a typical cheeky 
teenager with a great sense of 
humour. 

Describing the outpouring of 
love from friends after he died the 
42-year-old said: "It was 
overwhelming. 

"Connor touched the hearts of 
so many people, we didn't even 
know the extent of it. 

"If he just spoke to someone he 
made them smile, he was that sort 
of boy. 

"And it wasn't until he died that 
we realised just how many people 
loved him and how many lives he 
touched. 

"It was just amazing. 

"He only lived in Oxford for 
eight months and people here

loved him so much. His death has 
been devastating, not just for his 
family and friends, but for two 
communities as well."

Young woman 
fell to death 
after drinking 


A WOMAN died after falling 
out of the window of her 
third-floor room after drink¬ 
ing vodka, just four days 
after she had moved to 
England to "start a new life". 

Marta Muczynska had 
come to England from her 
native Poland four days 
before she died from severe 
head injuries, on June 20, 
2013. 

The 20-year-old had lived 
in England once before and 
had returned to start a new 
life, said David Dyczek, 
another Polish resident in 
the shared home in West 
Street, Banbury. 

Oxfordshire Coroner's 
Court heard on September 3 
that Ms Muczynska had 
bought a bottle of vodka on 
June 19, and invited other 
Polish residents to drink 
with her in the kitchen of the 
shared house that evening.

"She was drinking quite 
quick," Mr Dyczek told the 
court. "She was quite 
drunk." 

Most of the other drinkers 
went to bed around 11pm. 
At 11.25pm, Ms Muczynska 
received a text message 
from Arkadiusz Zachariasz, 
a fellow Pole she had been 
seeing, asking to be let in. 

Shortly before midnight, 
Ms Muczynska and Mr 
Zachariasz, who did not live 
at the house at the time, 
retired to her room. 

At around 1.15am, Ms 
Muczynska fell to her death 
from her bedroom window, 
landing three floors below 
on the concrete courtyard at 
the rear of the building, 
deputy coroner Alison 
Thompson said. However, 


her fall was not witnessed. 

Ms Muczynska did not 
drink often and her blood 
alcohol level at the time of 
death was three times the 
legal driving limit, the court 
heard. 

Home Office pathologist 
Dr Simon Poole said in a 
statement Ms Muczynska 
had suffered "a very severe 
brain injury" and that the 
cause of death was "blunt 
force trauma to the head". 

She would have lost con¬ 
sciousness very quickly after 
hitting the floor, said Dr 
Poole. 

The deputy coroner con¬ 
cluded: "I am satisfied I 
have enough evidence on 
balance to record an acci¬ 
dental death verdict." 

Miss Thompson said she 
found her decision "diffi¬ 
cult" because of the lack of 
direct evidence.

IT is almost impossible not to feel a 
little self-conscious piloting such a 
massive beast as the Range Rover 
Sport through city streets. 

It might be the fastest, most agile 
and responsive Land Rover, but 
weighing in at around the two-ton 
mark, this is still a mightily impres¬ 
sive vehicle. 

Despite its awesome presence, 
the Sport's use of aluminium and 
lightweight technology have lopped 
a whopping 420kg off the weight of 
the outgoing model. 

That alone has contributed to a 
step-change in the way it handles 
both on- and off-road. 

It is that sporting feel that makes 
the sleeker, more rounded Sport the 
car of choice for drivers looking for 
the luxury, prestige and presence of 
a Range Rover with the addition of a 
more dynamic drive. 

Based on the new flagship Range 
Rover, the Sport is available in a 
choice of four equipment grades and 
three engines -TDV6 and SDV6 3.0- 
litre diesel units and a supercharged 
5.0-litre V8 petrol, all with eight- 
speed automatic transmission and 
stop/start technology.
